18TH CENTURY AND EARLY AMERICAN HOOK RUGS 



UITE by accident, about fifteen years ago, I became interested in 



collecting Early American hook rugs; for while touring through 
New England searching for Colonial portraits and other paintings, I ran 
across my first "Hook Rug," thrown across a battered sea chest. It 
caught my eye and I asked, "What is that bit of faded color?" "A hook 
rug," I was told, and it was mine before I left the old-fashioned shop. 
It did not require study to perceive that my first "find" was beautiful and 
that the source of its creation was unfamiliar to me. But m the galleries 
of Holland and France are exhibited florals, or as we call them, decorative 
flower paintings, and I recognized that the creator of my rug must have 
possessed the same artistic faculty as the painters of these charming can- 
vases. My interest was strongly aroused m hook rugs and I have since 
continued to hunt for them over wide areas of New England, sometimes 
with much, but often with little, success. So that you may realize how 
recent was the discovery of these rugs — even twelve years ago Mr. Wallace 
Nutting had Oriental rugs and not hook rugs on the floors of his famous 
Colonial mansions. 

The art of hooking rugs, for so it may be termed, evidently flourished 
in the late 18th century, and the most artistic hook rugs are without doubt 
those made about that period in New England, and these the collector 
avidly tries to capture. In these early days there was little choice but 
bare floor boards except the busy housewife contrived something from her 
active brain to cover them with. To be sure, a few sea captains returning 
from their voyaging in the waters of India or the Mediterranean occa- 
sionally brought home trophies in the form of Oriental rugs, but after all, 
these were few and far between. 

Our early history shows no record of any professional industry for 
making floor coverings, but the thrifty folk of Pennsylvania and Maryland 
were accustomed to operating hand looms in their outhouses and wove 
on them rag carpets from pieces cut from old stockings, clothing and bed 
linen past all usage otherwise. 




The vogue for rag rugs never, however, seems to have penetrated to 
the New England states. New Englanders undertook the more difficult 
task of "hooking" rugs for their floors; and rugs were made for every 
room in the house starting with the kitchen and ending with the garret. 

Ofttimes the elaborate care and time expended on hook rugs made them 
very precious in the eyes of their owner. These were used only on festal 
occasions, and then resigned to chests when not on the floor. This ac- 
counts for many I have frequently found, even very early ones, that showed 
no signs of wear. Rugs reinforced with cotton backing, grown yellow with 
age, were still brilliant in color, showing that they had not been exposed 
to light for any length of time. I must say, however, that the rugs that 
have the most beautiful color appeal are those that not only have con- 
tinually seen the light but those that have had fair usage. The art of 
dyeing was in its infancy here in the 18th century, and while positive 
colors could be made, the later refinements in shadings hardly obtained 
and only the exposure to light brought about the lovely pastel shadings 
so often seen in the early specimens. 

It is interesting to point out that almost every known type of pattern 
is represented in the collection, although scarcely ever are two hook rugs 
to be found exactly alike for they vary at least in color where there is even 
a similarity in pattern. This, of course, is an achievement of no mean 
order, for the eternal repetition of today is beyond everything stultifying 
to the imagination. Many of the rugs exhibited and now for sale are of 
unique types among which I cannot refrain from mentioning the superb 
18th century carpet, about 14 feet square, with black ground, baskets of 
flowers and divers interesting motives in finely modeled pastel colors; a 
truly unique specimen of American craftsmanship from every point of view.

In the 
first place no loom was in existence to weave the foundation burlap 
in one piece, viz. 14 by 15 feet and consequently a hand loom had 
to be set up to weave the foundation. It is said that forty women 
were engaged on this work of love and patience and that it was 
eventually presented to a "Public Athenaeum'" in Boston. It is 
in remarkably fine condition, the pile is still over half an inch thick 
and with sturdiness of hook will survive undoubtedly another hundred 
years.
